each month there are special services in all 
| the Buddhist temples in Ceylon, and on the 
‘¢ull moon of June and July—those, special 
‘ anniversaries of the chief events in the life 
“of the Buddha, the great renunciation, the 
great enlightenment, and the entry into 
* | Nirvana+the ceremonies are protracted and 
elaborate. 
It was a point to get back to Kandy before 
half past 6 on the moon night of March, and 


the train brought us in more than an hour. 


‘beforehand. Although it ought not to rain 
for six weeks yet, blue storm clouds had 
massed themselves beyond the Matale moun- 
tains, a #tiff breeze was making mimic waves 
beat on the embankment wall of the Kandy 
ke at sunset, and lightning flashed in the 
early darkness. 
drums and pipes at the temple of the 
Sacied Tooth sounded their summons at the 
dxed time, and priests in yellow robes went 
by twos and threes around the lake to the 
evening services. A few of them carried the 
old, original, primitive rain cover of Gau- 
tama’s days—one of the leaves of the talipot 
" palm, fastened at the ends of the longitudinal 
folds and braced around with a stiff slip of 
_ bamboo to keep it spread in the shape of an 
oval shield. With this oval shield held over 
the head with the Jeft hand, and the right 
band gathering in the full folds of the yellow 
pobé, each priest was a more picturesque 
figute than ever. 
A stream of people were entering the 
temple gate, passing up the stairway to the 
_ flower sellers’ stands in the cloister and there 
supplying themselves with candles and blos- 
goms if they had come unprovided. While 
the dim of the musicians rang and echoed in 
the stone vault, the faithful purified 
themselves at the fountain in the far cor- 
per, and with clean hands and-reverent 
Minds went toward the sacred building. 
-The big lamps weré lighted all round the 
gloister and those bells of light hanging at 
#ach doorway of the palace of the Tooth; and 
te worshipers lighted their candles, fas- 
tened them with a drop of hot wax to the iron 


.... Rail that surrounds the palace for that pur- 


pose; ‘They flickered in the gusts of wind, 

some blew Gut and had to be relighted, but 

they gave ination to the court and the 
waiting people, who stood closely around 
each doorway nd were packed in the flower 
scented yaulié Waiting to ascend to the relic 
chamber. | 
First, the priests were admitted with their 
trays of white fowers, and after them came 
the people, until the silver table before the 
jeweled reliquary was covered over, heaped 
high, and then overflowed until the silver 
floor was a thick carpet of jasmin, frangi- 
panni, and palm blossoms. 

Murmured Pali prayers were all that could 
be heard from. the hundreds who, with 
clasped hands and rapt countenances, pressed 
up the narrow stairway and Jaid their offer- 
ings before the sacred relic. 

The preaching, which should have begun 
after this first ceremony, when the cloisters 
and open courtyard are usually crowded with 
people until long after midnight, was omit- 
ted becausé of the unusual, threatening 
Weather conditions, and the faithful were 
bidden to go, instead, to a new temple lately 
con@iructed, deep in a grove off Lady Mc- 
Carthy’s road at the far end of the town, 
where the whole text of the Tripitakas was 
being repeated by relays of priests in con- 
tin chant. 

“Tt will begin at 9 or 9:30 o'clock, and if 
it dées not rain I will come to your hotel for 
you,” said the particular temple guide who 
had attached himself to me during my first 
Gaysat Kandy, and whose claims were strict- 
ly fMspected by the other guides. ‘“‘ But I 
think it will-rain.”’

Final Conference of Republi- 
can Leaders at the White 
House Outlines Cam- 

 paign Plans, 


BLISS: MAY BE CHAIRMAN. 


Platform Will Declare for Pro- 
tection, but Will. Not Up- 
“hold Any Particular. 

Schedule. 


Washington, D. C., May 4.—[Special.]J— 
The tariff will be the chief issue in the cam- 
paign of 1904. This was decided at a final 
caucis of the president's intimate advisers 
at the White house today. 

Those who were present at the White 
house conference were Senators Aldrich, 
Cullom, Allison, Spooner, and Proctor, and 
Speaker Cannon. Senator Aldrich was 
chosen as the spokesman, and later in the 
day he gave out for publication a statement 
which is, it may be said, inspired by the pres- 
ident’s confidential advisers. 

It is believed that Cornelius N. Bliss of 
New York will be the chairman of the re- 
publican national committee. Mr. Bliss 
dined with President Roosevelt and Senator 
Aldrich last evening and conferred with sev- 
eral influential republican leaders today. 
It is now practically settled that shortly ine 
will make known his willingness to serve as 
chairman of the national committee if the 
members who are to be elected at the nation- 
al convention in June should ask him to do so. 


Aldrich Outlines the Issue. 

In his statement on the tariff question 
Senator Aldrich said that the republicans 
would make that issue the principal feature 
of their national platform He'said in plain 
words that the platform vould declare for 


the principal of protéction:-but would not 
adhere to any particular, schedule. en- 


ever and wherever revision or readjustment 
is shown to be necessary, he said, the re- 
publicans stood ready to make It, and will be 
willing to say so in their statement of party 
principles. 

The senator says the democrats themselves 
soon found that charges of republican ex- 
travagance, attacks on the president’s per- 
sonality, and h\s alleged usurpation of legis- 
lative power are valueless as campaign is-| 
sues. They thus were compelled to come 
back to the tariff, on which the two grea 
parties are fundamentally opposed. 


Democrats Evade Issues. 

Senator Aldrich, in his statement for pub- 
lication, said: 

“It is evident our democratic friends in- 
tend so far as possible to evade any discussion 
or allusions touching their attitude in refer- 
ence to monetary standards or any questions 
affecting the integrity of the currency. They 
do not seek to revive the anti-imperialistic 
campaign of four years ago. It isa certainty. 
they cannot make any serious impression 
upon the country with any talk about extrav- 
agance of expenditures or by attacking the 
personality of the president or allegations of 
the executive usurpation of power. The dis- 
cussions in the last days of congress disclosed 
that there was no foundation for their parti- 
san allegations in reference to these matters. 

‘In fact, it would seem that the funda- 
mental difference between the two parties on 
the tariff. question will be the principal if not 
the only \issue of the campaign. The fact 
seems to be clearly understood by responsible 
leaders of the democratic party, like Will- 
iams, and republicans will certainly not try 
to run away from this issue. This belief in 
the protective policy is a cardinal republican 
doctrine. Attacks upon this policy, varying 
in character and intensity, furnish the basis 
of the democratic opposition of this genera- 


tion. 
Disguise Their Real Purpose. 

‘The assault this year is not likely to be 
upon the lines of the democratic platform of 
1892, when all protective tariffs were de- 
clared unconstitutional. The more timid, 
and in the end the controlling, element of the 
party is more likely to take the position that 
republicans are wedded to schedules and not 
to principles, and that protective tariffs are 
responsible for the existence and the prosper- 
ity of the trusts. They will try to disguise 
their real purpose by claiming the revision 
they contend for will not be of a destructive 
character. 

** Democratic antagonists to the protective 
system sometimes appear as friends of free 
trade, at other times as tariff reformers, and 
again as favoring tariff revision, but the un- 
changing purpose of removing from our rev- 
enue legislation every protective feature al- 
ways is present. , 


Not Wedded to Schedules, 

** Republicans will not try to evade discus- 
siog in a practical way of any questions af- 
fecting the tariff raised by their opponents. 
They are not wedded to schedules, and when- 
ever the occasion requires revision or read- 
justment the work of revision will be prompt- 
ly and effectively entered upon. It cannot 
be shown that the imposition of tariff rates 
has created or sustained the trusts, or that 
the removal of the protective duties could 
destroy trusts except through the destruc- 
tion of all industries. This was clearly and 
forcibly shown by President Roosevelt in his 
speeches last year. | 

‘As to the question of changes in tariff, 
the people in this country will at least under- 
stand who should not be intrusted with the 
revision. The democratic public representa- 
tives passed a tariff bill in 1804, which, had 
it been finally enacted into a law, would have 
stopped every wheel of industry in the United 
States. That act was considerably modified 
in the senate, but, changed as it was, it still 
brought depression and disaster to the coun- 
try, from which it has not yet completely 
recovered. It does not seem possible the 
people of this country will try another ex- 
periment of that kind. 


Attacks on Roosevelt Fail. ’ 


“Tt soon found also the attacks on the 
rresident’s personality proved to be nothing 
less than a boomerang, and talk about the 
usurpation of legislative power by the presi- 
dent and his attempts to control legislation 
proved.to be utter nonsense. 

*T have been a member of the senate for 
twenty-four ‘years, and have served under 


| nalf a dozen different presidents, including 


a democratic president for two terms. I do 
not know one of them--and I will not except 
Cleveland—who has intcrfered less with the 
business of congress than the present in- 
cumbent of that office. I know no case where 
be has undertaken to dictate what the con- 


sressional policy or legislation should be. I 


can say this of no other president within 
my recollection. | 
“No new elements will be introduced In 
this campaign. The contest will be along

SNAG IN CANAL DEAL 


Secretary Shaw Upsets Plans for 
Paying Panama Company. 


MAY TIE UP $80,000,000. 


Morgan & Co. Must First Deposit $40,- 
000,000 Security. 


Washington, D. C., May 4.—[Special.J— 
There is a new snag in.the Panama canal 
deal. Secretary Shaw declines to pay the 
£10,000,000 over to J. Pierpont Morgan & 
Co., as the fiscal agent of the government, 
as arranged by Attorney General Knox, | 

In a letter to President Roosevelt, made 
public at noon today, the attcrney general 
explained that the $40.000,000 for the pay- 
ment for the Panama canal company’s prop- 
erty and franchises would be paid to that 
company in Paris by Morgan & Co., and that 
the same amount wou’d be deposited with 
Morgan & Co. in New York at once. 


Secretary Shaw Objects. 

This the secretary of the treasury says 
cannot be done. Under the law Morgan & 
Co. cannot be made the fiscal agents, but 
only the disbursing agents of the government 
like any other disbursing agent who dispenses 
funds in accordance to law and is discharged 
from obligation on the production of vouch- 
ers. 

It will be necessary, according to the posi- 
tion taken by Secretary Shaw, for Morgan & 
Co. to deposit with government security to 
the amount of $40,000,000. This is something 
which has not been expected by either the at- 
torney general or Morgan &Co. It might re- 
sult in tying up for a brief period not only 
the $40,000,000 paid for the canal property 
and franchise but the $40,000,000 security, 
which, according to the treasury authorities, 
rhay be either cash or bonds. 


Seeking a Way Out. 

It is possible that the $40,000,000 will be 
permitted to remain in the treasury until the 
actual time comes for the payment of the 
money. It is also possible that Morgan & Co, 
will not be required to give security for the 
amount until near the time for payment, so 
as to decrease as, much as possibie the period 
for which they will have to give security. 


| It is said there now is but one way to pro- 


ceed. Morgan & Co. must deposit $40,000,000 
security. Then they will receive the §40,000,- 
000 which they are to disburse for the canal. 
That firm must in turn pay the money in 
Paris or here, produce at the treasury de- 
partment receipts from the various persons 
to whom the money is paid, with a legal au- 
thorization entitling them to receive the 
money. This will take considerable time, 
perhaps two or three weeks. The same 
coufse must be pursued by the New York 
bankers as is pursued by any other disburs- 
ing officer of the government, 
Stars and Stripes Are Raised.

‘*No wonder men find excuse for easy virtue 
when ministers ordained of God insert * they 
say’ in the apostles’ creed.

Refuge for Protestants.

ON YALU 2,000. 


In Addition to Men Killed or 
Wounded Were Forty 
Officers. 


GKEAT BRAVERY SHOWN. 


Report of Gen. Kashtalinsky Has 
Discouraging Effect in 
Capital. 


ST. PETERSBURG, May 5, 8:47 a. m.—The 
Russian losses at the battle of Chiutiencheng 
were 2,000 men and forty officers—far greater 
than previous reports indicated. 

This is the official estimate of Maj. Gen. 
Kashtalinsky, who directly commanded the 
division that suffered the brunt of the at- 
tack and whose report was received yester- 
day by the emperor. Many are inclined to 
place the Russian losses even higher. Gen. 
hashtalinsky mentions also that more than 


700 wounded had arrived at Fengwengcheng, 


and these may not be included in his calcu- 
lations. He made no attempt to estimate 


‘the Japanese losses, merely stating thatahey 


must have been colossal. 

The magnitude of the Russian losses had 
an almost stunning effect on the authorities 
and aroused general grief, mitigated only by 
satisfaction at the bravery displayed by the 
Russian troops. 

Gen. Kashtalinsky’s report establishes the 
fact that the Russians sustained the greatest 
loss in order to save the two regiments which 
were occupying Antung. 

The Eleventh regiment was given the post 
of honor at the rear, with instructions to 
hold back the oncoming Japanese. The 
Twelfth regiment and the Third battery's 
quick firing detachment were directed to 
retire. 

Twelfth Cuts Its Way Out. 

By the time the latter movement com- 
menced the Japanese had almost surrounded 
the Russian position. The Twelfth regiment 
was compelled to charge with the bayonet 
and succeeded in breaking through the ene- 
my’s line. The Second battery’s quick firing 
detachment, without horses, could not move 
the guns and were compelled to abandon 
them, The men of the Second battery put 
their shoulders to the wheels in an effort to 
push the guns up the mountain side, but the 
Japanese fire was so hot that they returned 
to the protection of the Eleventh regiment. 

Nearer and nearer approached the Japanese 
and a charge upon the Bleventh regiment and 
the Second battery was imminent, so the 
guns were abandoned. 

Then a priest led the troops and they began 
the terrible march across the valley. 


Tells How Fight Was Lost. 

ST. PETERSBURG, May 4.—The emperor 
today received the following dispatch from 
Gen. Kouropatkin saying that Maj. Gen. 
Kashtalinsky reports as follows: 

“I consider it my duty to report the cir- 
cumstances of the grievous, yet glorious, bat- 
tle fought by the troops under my command 
with the superior forces of the Japanese 
on May 1. 

“‘ Early on the morning of April 30 the Jap- 
anese began to oppress our left flank, having 
on the previous evening occupied the Hus- 
san heights after an attack, in consequence 
of which I ordered the Twenty-second regi- 
ment, which had occupied Hussan, to retire 
across the Ai river to our position at Potiet- 
insky. 

Fierce Firing from Wiju. 

*On the morning of the same day an ex- 
traordinarily prolonged and violent bombard- 
ment of our whole position at Kiuliencheng 
commenced from Wiju. I foresaw that the 
Japanese after the bombardment, in which 
over 2,000 projectiles were clecharged, would 
take the offensive. 

“IT received orders from Lieut. Gen. Zassa- 
litch to accept battle and to retain my posi- 
tion at the forte of Potietinsky. 

“* My left flank was defended by two bat- 
talions of the Thirty-second regiment and 
the Third battery of the Sixth brigade: 


Japanese Take Offensive. | 

‘“The Japanese took the offensive at 5 
o’clock in the morning, dispatching at least 
one division of infantry, which, advancing 
in column, sustained’ enormous losses, but 
crossed the ford and attacked our position, 
which was exposed to the fire of thirty-six 
field guns and siege batteries. 

‘“‘The Japanese advanced and occupied the 
position. 

“ Towards noon I ascertained that the Jap- 
anese had routed the battalion of the Twen- 
ty-second regiment posted at Chingow and 
were turning my left flank. | 

“ At 1 o’clock in the afternoon my left 
flank was reinforced by two battalions of 
the Eleventh regiment and a battery com- 
manded by Lieut. Col. Moravsky, which 
were sent from the reserve by Gen. Zassa- 
litch, with orders to hold their ground until 
the departure of the Ninth and Tenth regi- 
ments from Sakhodza. I ordered the Elev- 
anth regiment to occupy a commanding po- 
sition in the rear, from which they could 
fire on the enemy from two sides. 


Third Battery Loses Commander. 

“ At 1 o’clock the Japanese approached so 
close to the position held by the Eleventh 
regiment that the Third battery could not 
pass along under the cross fire, and, taking 
up a position a short distance from the Jap- 
anese, remained there until the end of the 
fight, losing its commander, Lieut. Col. Mo- 
ravsky. 

“A company with quick firing guns was 
brought up from the rear guard, and the

took up the position on his own initiative. 
He lost half of his*men and al! his horses, 
and attempted to remove his guns by hand 
to the shelter of the hills under the Japanese 
cross fire.

TAPS MASTERS OF ROAD, 


FORCED MARCHES OVER ALMOST 
IMPASSABLE COUNTRY. 


Transport Artillery and Supplies 
Across Bog and Wud Bank, Using 
One of Three Methods—Corean Cool- 
fies Who Filed on Approach of Rus- 
sians Are Returning—First Army 
Expected to Be Prepared When Call 
Comes—Details of Campaign.

PINGYANG, April 21, by Runner to Seoul, 
May 4—‘‘I am not permitted to name the 
place whence this message is sent. I left 
Pingyang on April 15 and arrived here this 
afternoon, having made a forced march cov- 
ering daily double the distance made by the 
troops. The Japanese have established relay 
stations all along every road that they use, 
these averaging about fifteen miles apart. 
At Pingyang I a road pase covering 
several of these stations, the eighth and last 
then being the location of the headquarters 
of the First army corps. 3 

I arrived at this station just in tirhe to join 
the headquarters staff. While marching to 
this place and throughout the trip I have 
seen* plenty of evidence of the enormous 
amount of work the Japanese have done and 
are doing. The route lies mainly along off 
the Corean highway. | 


Road Defies Description. 

“The road, which defies description within 
the limits of a cable dispatch, for miles 
crosses low, swampy grounds and through 
paddy fields. Only one stretch of it is 
metaled throughout the entire length, and 
that for not more than twenty yards acroas 
a hilltop. In many places the road has been 
entirely remade, there being long stretches 
of corduroy, and In scores of places the sur- 
face is barely strong enough to support a 
horse or cart. This overlies a bottomless 
bog, yet over these roads the Japanese have 
brought their army, with guns and heavy 
transport, besides immense quantities of 
stores, for a distance of over 200 miles. 


Three Transport Methods. 
“ The Japanese are employing three kinds 
of transportation, the only ones possible 
‘over such a country. The first comprises 
small two wheeled carts, some pulled by 
rerges and others by three or four trans- 
» ion corps men, the loads averaging 
about 600 pounds. The second is pack ponies 
and the third Corean coolies. I passed fully 
10,000 coolies, besides several thousand carts 
and as many ponies. Quantities of all sorts 
of stores were heaped about every relay sta- 
tion. All this work is going forward smooth- 
ly and rapidly without a hitch, and isa fine 
testimonial to the effectiveness of the Jap- 
anese system. 

“ All along the route villages practically 
are deserted, with many houses burned. The 
people fled when the Russians advanced, but 
are now returning to their old homes. Agri- 
culture along the road has been almost en- 
tirely abandoned, the men earning much 
more in the Japanese transport service car- 
rying regulation packs or even small bags. 


First Army Will Be Ready. 

“During the first few days out of Ping- 
yang I saw but comparatively little of trans- 
portation, but for the last three days the 
road has been full. All day I saw no line 
of troops until yesterday and then only one 
regiment. The first army evidently will be 
ready when called upon. Yesterday the 
Russians attempted to cross the Yalu below 
the Japanese position, using small sailing 


| boats.. The attempts easily were repelled. 


This morning from a high hill I was able 
to see the Russian position at Kiuliencheng. 
Evidently they made considerable prepara- 
tion for a strong defense should the Japanese 
undertake to cross the river there. 


BRITISH MEET NEW OPPOSITION 


Body of 1,500 Tibetans Said to Have 
: Fired Upon Col Younghus- 
band’s Mission 


LONDON, May 4.—A report brought by a 
mounted infantry dispatch rider is to the 
effect, says a Times dispatch from Gyang- 
tse fort, Tibet, that the further side of the 
Karo pass on the direct road to Lhasa is 
strongly held by the Tibetans, some of whom - 
were drawn from the late garrison of Gyang- 
tse fort. 

The British reconnoitering party, after 
crossing the summit of the pass and descend- 
ing a short way, saw the road barred by a 
wall, and suddenly a heavy fire\from Jingals 
and European rifles was opened, bullets 
striking the ground all around, but causing 
no casualties. 

‘The number of Tibetans is estimated at 
1,500 and their position may threaten the 
British line of communication with Khang- 
ma.

WITNESS DESCRIBES TYNER’S 
CHANGE IN POLICY. 


General’s Son-in-Law Tells Morgan, 
Department Clerk, He Has Taken 
Wrong View in Barring Get-Rich- 
Quick Concerns—Letters to Them 
Recalled and Changed at Dictation 
of Accused, According te Witnesses 
—Testimony Modified Later. | 


Washington, D. C., May 4.—[Special.]—In 
the trial today of James N. Tyner and his 
son-in-law, H. J. Barrett, on charges of con- 
spiracy in the postal fraud case, Hayes Mor- 
gan, formerly a clerk in Tyner’s office, testi- 
fied. that the policy of the assistant attorney 
general's office toward the get-rich-quick 
concerns was changed by the order of Mr. 


Tyner. 
Tyner Changes Policy. 

“TIT did not know what the policy would be 
about the middle of December, 1900,"" he said. 
* After Mr. Barrett had rendered his general 
opinion classifying the investment compa- 
nies, he appeared to cease to take an active 
part in con@ucting the case. Mr. Christiancy 
came to the department about that time and 
Gen. Tyner instructed him to take up the 
work where Mr. Barrett left off.” 

A number of letters were received from 
concerns, said the witness, in regard to 
whether certain companies would be per- 
mitted to use the mail so long as they made 
no new contracts. Mr. Morgan answered 
these letters in the absence of Messrs. Chris- 
tiancy and Barrett, basing a negative reply 
on the general opinion which had previously 
been issued by Mr. Barrett eonearangs bond 
investment companies. 


Told He Had Wrong View. 


When Mr. Barrett and Mr. Christiancy re- 
turned Mr. Morgan told them of his answer 
to the letters and he was informed that he 
had taken the wrong view of the situation. 
The letters were then recalled and modified 
by the dictation of Gen. Tyner, who informed 
the companies that they would be permitted . 
to continue the use of the mails until the de- 
partment ordered otherwise. 

On cross examination the witness said that 
Mr. Barrett had most to do with the bond 
investment companies, and that he assisted 
Mr. Barrett in the work. 

Mr. Morgan detailed a conversation be- 
tween himself and Gen. Tyner to show the 
latter’s attitude toward. the bond invest- 
ment companies. Gen, Tyner was reported 
to have expressed the opinion that some of 
the companies had broken their promises to 
the department, and if such were the case 
the companies should be dealt with crim- 
inally.

The shifting of the votes Loeffler controls 
would settle the controversy, but he.insists 
upon sticking by the mayor.

True, there are prophets of endeavor incit- 
ing the young to become busy, preoccupied 
members of a universal cOmmercial ant- 
heap and thereby to possess the whole world 
-except their souls. These derelicts on the 
tide of time, however, finally will be washed 
ashore by the tidal wave of a new philoso- 
phy. The world cannot go on forevér get- 


. ting the stuff wherewith to live. It must 


some day begin living.

It is worth noticing that this recovery of 
freedom is at the present time the aspira- 
tion rather of the manual than of the intel- 
lectual class. Shorter‘hours of work and 
longer hours of leisure are an essential part 
of trade union agitation. The manual 
workef is deprived of that pleasure of man- 
agement and of development which, to some 
extent, compensates the intellectual worker 
for days of drudgery and for nights of plot.

The peer known as the “ bad Lord Lons- 
dale ’’"—neafly every one of the old houses of 
the English aristocracy seems to have had a 
lord’’ among their forbears—was the 
first earl, concerning whose wickedness all 
sorts of wild legends and stories are still cur- 
rent among the peasantry of Westmoreland, 
especially around Penrith, where Lowther 
castle is situate@. Local tradition says that 
his evil deeds continued after his death, that 
his body objected so strongly to being buried 
that it actually hustled the officiating clergy- 
man at the funeral. It is added that when 
he was finally *‘ got under’ the ground, he 
made it his business to annoy and ingult all 
the other occupants of the graves in the 
churchyard, driving over them with his 
phantom coach and six, dancing fandangos 
on the tombs, playing patience and carous- 
ing on the altar of the church, and carrying 
on generally like a bold, bad baron of the 
feudal ages. But it is told with a sigh of 
relief how one night when he was trying to 
frighten some one over the edge of a cliff, 
a shepherd rolled a great stone on top of 
him, and the peasantry point to a large rock 
known by the name of “ Wallow Rag” as 
the stone which holds him down. 


Mention of Lady Orkney serves to recall 
to mind another footlight peeress, who like- 
wise graduated from the London Gaiety 
theater, and who has now been overtaken by 
that most terrible and relentless of all mala- 
dies—namely: cancer. I mean the countess 
of Clancarty, who, formerly known on the 
stage as Belle Bilton, and who until her hus- 
band succeeded to his indigent father's 
entailed property and honors supported him 
by her professional earnings, appeared on 
the boards under the name of Lady Dunlo. 
Viscount. Dunlo beingy,the courtesy title 
usually borne by the eldest sons of the earls 
of Clancarty. 

Lady Clancarty has undergone a severe 
operation at Dublin during the last winter, 
and, as that failed to eradicate the evil, she 
was taken over to Paris, placed under the 
care of Prof. Doyen, the French specialist, 
who has invented a new treatment for the 
cure of cancer. But he found that the mal- 
ady had progressed too far, and declared 
that there was no alternative to the knife 
in her case, and consequently she has just 
been subjected to a still more severe opera- 
tion than the one at Dublin, which has left 
her in such a weak condition that her death 
may be looked for at any time. 


Her death will be deeply regretted on her 
husband’s estates, where she has managed 
to render herself popular, not alone with the 
tenantry, but also with the county families. 
Indeed, of all the matrimonial alliances be- 
tween the British peerage and the stage, this 
seems to have been the one which has turned 
out the most successfully. Yet no one would 
have predicted this at the time of her mar- 
riage. For the latter was the result of a 
wager of some of the boon companions of 
her husband. Jnfuriated by the match, the 
late Earl Clancarty cut off his son’s allow- 
ance and eventually induced him not only 
to leave her and to go to Australia but even 
to permit divorce proceedings to be insti- 
tuted in his name against her, Wertheimer, 
the Bond street bric-a-brac dealer, who had 
befriended them both in a pecuniary sense 
when they found themselves penniless, being 
named as co-respondent. 

Viscount Dunlo, as the present earl of 
Clancarty was then, returned to play his 
role of petitioner in the divorce case. But 
on the third day of the proceedings, to the 
amazement of his counsel and to the in- 
tense indignation of his father and other 
relatives, he suddenly intimated to the judge 
that he was as fond of his wife as ever, that 
he regretted to have permitted himself to 
be induced to bring proceedings against her, 
that he withdrew all his charges, and that 
he owed a deep debt of gratitude to Wert- 
heimer, who had stood by him and his 
wife. when, owing to the conduct of his 
father, they had become involved in difficul- 
ties. 

This. of course, brought the trial to a 
dramatically sudden and altogether unex- 
pected close, his counsel throwing up their 
briefs. and Lord and Lady Dunlo and 


‘Wertheimer, that is to say, the petitioner, 


respondent, and co-respondent, left the court 
together, and celebrated the termination of 
the stit by a friendly dinner at one of the 
leading restaurants. 


For two or three years afterwards Lord 
and Lady Dunlo suffered what are known as 
hard times, Lady Dunlo keeping the wolf 
from the door by remaining on the stage. 
But then the old earl died and Lord Dunlo 
succeeded to his father’s peerages and to the 
entailed estates. Instead of attempting to 
live in London Lord and Lady Clancarty took 
up their residence on their Galway estate, 
and have madeit their home ever since. They 
have five chijdren, the eldest of whom bears 
the name of Lord Kilconnel instead of Vis- 
count Dunlo, a name which both the earl and 
his counsel consider to be associated in the 
minds of thie public with too many unpleasant 
memories.

A delightful summer season entertainment 
is “ The Barl of Pawtucket.”” The devotee 
of musical comedy or of spectacular extrava- 
ganza may not find the Augustus Thomas 
farce so satisfying to his pleasure hunting 
soul as are the nonsense and jingle, the glit- 
ter and display of the “‘ show” he admires. 
But the amusement seeker who prefers to 
have in the performance he watches a cer- 
tain amount of sense and reason will find 
(Nhe Earl of Pawtucket quite ideal. 

The farce is reasonable enough in story to 
cause no serious compunctions of conscience 
as to its probability. Such acomplication as 
Mr. Thomas has devised doubtless never 
would arise, but this fact does not detract 
from the pleasure affording qualities of the 
farce. The humor is of the quiet kind that 
keeps you excellently &ffused but doesnot 
convulse to the point of discomsertéor ex- 
haustion. The centrai figere’\s #0 typical. 
that it furnishes a capita) subject for a mild 
and enjoyable study of cNaracter and of'na- 
tionality. And the emotional nature of this 
supremely self-possessed, eminently proper, 
and generally likable chief individual is so 
wonderfully controlled that he keeps you 
feeling calm and wholly composed during the 
entire evening. Even with a temperature in 
tne nineties it would be impossible to sense 
the heat while watching “ The Earl of Paw- 
tucket."’ His marvelous and unfailing calm- 
ness of.manner, of movement, and of speech 
would insure coolness and comfort. 

A hot night is not essential, however, for 
the enjoying of the performance Mr. D’Or- 
say and his associates are offering at Pow- 
ers’. 

The farce itself is by no means remark- 
able, either in dramatic material, in con- 
struction, or in dialogue, t thanks to the 
presence in the cast of Mr. D’Orsay and ta 
his wonderfully complete and beautifully de- 
tailed embodiment of the title part, the per- 
formance as a whole takes on the semblance 
of brilliancy. Enjoyment and amusement 
are constant, but solely because of what he 
say¢, does, and looks. Given an actor less 
richly endowed with the British peculiari- 
ties of bearing and speech t..an is he, and 
the piece would rise at no time above the 
strictly commonplace. But Mr. D’Orsay 
plays the role with so much genuineness, and 
he brightens his portrayal! of it with so many 
deft touches that are not contained in the 
manuscript, but which lend meaning, in- 
dividuality, and charm to the character, that 
tue latter takes on the potency of actuality. 
‘ne spectator feels that Lord Cardington is 
an existent living personage. ' 

How full of meaning is the mere look of 
disgust when the police station is mentioned 
and the constable is encountered. How de- 
lightfully comical is the absolute pain ex- 
pressed in the repetition of the word “ trade 
mark" when the term is used in connection 
with the marking of his linen. How fine is 
the kindly authority shown in his treatment 
of his man Wilkins. How eloquent are the 
unfailing delicacy and the consideration dis- 
played in the attitude toward Miss Fordyce. 
The bluntness used toward “ Mr. Hoopah ” 
when the latter forces himself into the earl’s 
apartment—how characteristically British is 
this! And the honorableness revealed on all 
occasions—all these are lights and shades in 
a characterization which is of rare perfec- 
tion and power. 

The production, in its entirety, is admirably 
complete in all of its many details. Miss 
Peyton as Miss Fordyce is of engaging per- 
sonality and lends brightness, grace, and 
charm to the part. A slightly stilted manner 
of speaking her lines is the sole blemish on an 
otherwise meritorious piece of work. Mr. 
Dean as Arthur showed himself one of the 
most promising juveniles seen in some time. 
He has personality and a frank, wholesome 
manliness that qualify him exceptionally for 
such réles. Miss Forbes was winsome and 
girlish as Billa, but Miss Sydmeth played 
Jane in a seemingly unnecessarily hard man- 
ner. Mr. Elton was excellent as Wilkins, 
and Mr. Hallock lent an air of distinction to 
the réle of Senator Barker. .

German Exhibit at World's Fair 
Reflects Ideas of the Kaiser.

uis, Mo., May 4-—[Special.]—Em- 
peror William is courting the astonishment 
of the world by Germany’s part in the St. 
Louis fair. He will succeed, for no other na- 
tion has been inspired by so vaulting an 
ambition. 

Already, with the exhibits hardly half in- 
stalled, the colossal nature of German plans 
are apparent. In the building of varied in- 
dustries, Germany has taken triple the space 
of any other nation and has erected an inner 
palace covering the entire area. In the 
manufactures, liberal arts, and educational 
bulldings the same plan has been followed 
on a slightly lesser scale. In every building 
German exhibitors show by arrangement 
that they represent not only private but na- 
tional interests. | 

Emperor William’s portrait is omnipresent 
and the royal arms figure in every decorative 


sign. 

Germany has the choicest spot on the 
grounds for its national building, the site 
being on festival hill, just to the left of 
the colonnade, as one faces the fountain and 
looks down on the feature scene of the ex- 
position grounds. ; 

Award of the site was made at the cost 
of only discord in the landscape creation. 
The building is so close to the colonnade 
that it injures the symmetry of the hill top 
picture. The color, moreover, is a dull brown, 
with a dome of lusterless green. The pro- 
test on this point is so keen, however, that 
the German commission may apply white 
paint, even at the expense of the traditionary 
hue of the schloss of Charlottenburg, which 
is a model for the buildings. 

Germany's activity is said to have had 
several local reasons. The emperor is well 
aware that the Germans aided in developing 
St. Louis, and St. Louis Germans for their 
share were anxious for the fatherland to dis- 
tinguish itself. Their missionary work met 
with a quick response. They secured for 
Germany what it wanted in sites and space, 
and Germany Is doing the rest. 

Even in the skeleton condition the magnifi- 
cence of the halls erected in the building of 


miration. Riches like these associated with 
the romances of burgher wealth of the mid- 
dle ages are piled loosely about or are grad- 
ually taking exhibition shape. Tapestries 
with centuries of history interwoven with 
threads of their cloth of gold and silver are 
being hung from walls modeled after those of 
baronial castles. Everything is massive, 
everything is severe. Great rooms have been 
tiled, oaken beams have been battened into 
place. Theatrical artifices of other nations 
have been disregarded. Only the real will do 
for Emperor William. 

Gold and silver ware of priceless workman- 
ship reposes in an oaken case hall of tons of 
weight. Teutonic porcelains are protected 
by cabinets heavy enough to be burglar 
proof. 

Only in one section does the almost oppres- © 
sive massiveness disappear. That is in the 
toy rooms. In this suite it will be Christmas 
until the exposition ends. If one heretofore 
doubted that the toys of the world are made 
in Germany now is the moment for skepti- 
cism to take wings. | 

Here is menagerie after menagerie of ani- 
mals, some small enough to be tucked away 
in a stocking, others big enough to take a 
place in a cage in the zoo. Christmas trees 
decked until the branches bend to the 
shelves. Waxen dolls that will walk, and 
talk, and sing sit beside the humble wooden 
and woolen figures. All toyland has been 
compressed into a children’s palace. 

One scheme of decoration has been followed 
throughout the German section. The na- 
tional colors appear in the banners, but delft 
blue is the chosen shade of most of the inner 
woodwork and black of the exterior. Over 
every entrance poises the black Prussian 
eagle. 

In the educational building researches of 
the German universities have been drafted 
upon to make a scenic showing for the em- 
pire. In the manufactures building examples 
of modern German industrialism of every 
sphere except purely mechanical are being 
placed on view. In machinery hall and the 
transportation building the big German ar- 
mor making firms and shipbuilders have ex- 


varied industries, calle for unmeasured ad- .

part. 


The German government building is to be 
dedicated tomorrow afternoon. Prince and 
Princess Hohenlohe are expected to arriveas 
guests of honor, having come from Germaay 
for the occasion. Commissioner General 
Theodore Lewald will act as host.
